DUBLIN, January 9.—The confirmation of 
the sentence of Mr. Wilfrid Blunt and his 
prompt arrest and subsequent removal to 
Galway have aroused great interest and a 
feeling of indignation throughout the country. 
Lady Blunt was permitted to accompany her 
husband to Galway, where, of course, they 
separated. Among the messages of sympathy 
received by Lady Blunt was one from the 
Marquis of Ripon at Galway. A collision be- 
tween the people and police was averted by 
the intervention of Dr. Tanner, M. P. At 
Callimasioe an address from the priests and 
people, Bishop Duggan being in attendance, 
Was presented to Rt. Hon. Shaw 
LeFevre, an ex-Cabinet Minister, in 
which he was cordially congratulated 
On the active sympathy he had expressed 
for Mr. Blunt. In reply Mr. LeFevre delivered 
a telling speech in which he warmly con- 
denned the action of the Government in send- 
ing Mr. Bluntto prison. He said if he had 
been in Ireland at the time he would have 
adted precisely as Mr. Blunt had done. Mr. 
LéFeyre asserted that the action of the Gov- 
empment was in the interest of Lord Clanri- 
carde, whose oppression of his tenants had 
‘Deen’ widely exposed.

THE DISTINGUISHED PRISONER. 


Wilfrid Blunt, the first Englishman sent to 
prison in Great Britain under the coercion act, 
has a very interesting history, which has 
lost none of its charms to Americans 
because of his being at present confined asa 
criminal in the Galway jail. He was born in 
1840, and is descended from an old but un- 
titled English family, which for many genera- 
tions has been conspicuous in Sussex County. 
Their home, known as Crabbet Park, is situ- 
ated near Three Bridges. Wilfred Blunt suc- 
ceeded to the estate and an income of £8,000 to 
£10,000a yearon the death of his father, at 
which time he retired from the active list in 
in the diplomatic service. He entered the 
diplomatic service when a young man 
and served successfully as Secretary 
of the British Legations at Athens, 
Madrid, Paris, Vienna and Buenos Ayres, In 
1869 he married Lady Ann King Noel, the only 
daughter of Ada, Countess of Lovelace, who 
was the only child of Lord Byron, and to 
whom he addressed most of his poetry. Lady 
Ann was three years her husband’s senior, 
having been born in 1837. They have one 
child, a daughter. In 1873 or 1874, Mr. Blunt 
and his wife made an adventurous tour 
through Arabia. They started from Damascus 
and journeyed through the Desert of Nefod 
and made their way to Muscat on the Persian 
Gulf, visiting a country till then held to be 
inaccessible to European travelers. On 
their return to England Mr., Blunt pub- 
lished an interesting article on their 
travels, giving a graphic descrip- 
tion of the manner of their reception 
at the courts of the various Sheiks. He brought 
back with him several beautiful and highiy- 
bred Arab mares of the purest Nejid blood. 
This was the first occasion on which highly- 
bred Arabian mares were brought to Europe, 
for while both Aral chiefs and other Oriental 
potentates were quite ready to dispose of 
stallions, they had a kind of superstition 
about letting mares go out of the country. Mr. 
Blunt set up horse-breeding and training 
stables at Crabbet Park and devotes much of 
histime to acclimating Arabian horses and 
introducing the strain on the English turf. He 
has published several remarkable articles on 
the superiority of the Arabian horses in the 
Nineteenth Century Review. ‘ 

COMMENDABLE ECCENTRICITY. 
With jast a touch of eccentricity in his char- 
acter, Mr. Blunt imagines it is always his mis 
sion to interest himself in behalf of the op- 
pressed races, and in 1882 he was one of the 
warmest supporters of Arabi Pasha in the lat- 
ter’s insurrection against the Khedive of 
Egypt. When Arabi was imprisoned and tried 
on the charge of bigh treason after the battle 
of Tel-el-Kebir, he insisted that the trial 


should be public, and that European counsel 


should be assigned to the prisoner. He de- 
frayed the totul expense of the defense, 
amounting to over $25,000, out of his own 
pocket. He subsequently sailed with Lady 
Ann Blunt for Bombay and spent a whole 
year touring through India. Thanks to 
his advocacy of Arabi Pasha and his avowed 
predeliction for the Mohammedan religion he 
was received with open arms by the followers 
of the prophet throughout the great Indian 
Empire, and he took a ent part in a 
native agitation for the redress of their griev-

The Italian Premier’s Wife Determined to 
Secure Social Recognition.

Roms, January 9.—The friction between the 
Vatican and Quirinal is great. It has been 
considerably heightened by the peremptory 
deposition of the Duke of Torlonia from his 
position as Mayor of Rome. Many explana- 
tions have been given of this most severe pun- 
ishment for simply paying his respects to the 
Pope’s Cardinals’ secretary. It now appears 
that the upset and consequent bad feeling all 
came from the wife of Sig. Crispi for social 
slights inflicted upon ber. Sig. Crispi has 
had three wives; one died, another 
was divorced after some scandal. The 
present wife is from Syracuse, where 
her reputation was such that when she came 
to Rome, even as wife of the prominent Italian 
leader, she found the doors of the Roman 
sristocracy absolutely closed to her. But in 
spite of her stormy past she was finally re- 
ceived by Queen Margaret. After this Mme. 
Crispi expected no more opposition, but this 
reception, given for political reasons, did not 
open toher a single door of the exclusive 
Roman houses. Some political houses re- 
ceived her. A few weeks ago Mme. Crispi, in the 
vous e ot a foreign ambassador, saw the Duch- - 
ess of Torlonia. Mme. Crisp! asked to be pre- 
sented. The Duchess haughtily refused, and 
when Mme. Crispi’s request was in- 
sisted upon the Duchess left the house. 
Mme. Crispi, in revenge for this affront, 
made most publicly, demanded the Duke of 
Torlonia’s removal, which no one here be- 
lieves would have been thought of if it had 
not been for Mme. Crispi’s desire for revenge.

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WON BY A RUSSIAN. 


The International Skating Contest at Vienna 
—The Winner Decorated. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
VIENNA, January 9.—Yesterday the inter?’ 
national skating contest was held in the pres. 
ence of many thousand during a sudden thaw, 
which was very agreeable for the spectators, 
but interfered greatly with the skaters. Great 
efforts were made by the Austrian 
competitors to retain the champion- 
ship, but a Russian youth, Alexander Von 
Panselim, won the race easily, being 180 yards 
in advance of the second skater. The digtance 
was one English mile and the time occupied 
by the Russian was 3 min. 36sec. This beats 
the record of Alex Paulson from Christiana. 
The Russian seemed to make no effort, but 
flew over the soft ice like a great bird and did 
not seem in the least exhausted when he had 
skated seven times around the ice rink, that 
is about 1,900 yards. He was loudly cheered 
and afterwards decorated with the gold medal 
and belt of the Austrian championship.

COLONIZATION OF LOWER CALIFORNIA. * 

City OF MEXICO, January 9.—The organs 
adverse to the present Administration have 
lately been attacking the Government with 
considerable virulence on the score of its 
colonization schemes in Lower California. It 
is said the schemes are being carried out by a 
large and powerful company known ag the 
International Colonization Company. Im- 
portent concessions have been made to it by 
the Mexican Government, and the enterprise 
promises to be successful. 4 large 
number of colonists are Americans, 
a fact which inspires some alarm 
among the more timid class of Mexicans. 
A paragraph which originally appeared in a 
Baltimore paper has been copied here in some 
organs to the effect that the lands now occu- 
pied by the International Company are 
covered by previous titles.

Parliamentary Complications, Clerical 
Blanders and Political Aspirations Dis- 
turb the Smoothness of the Movements in 
the Great Work of Ref President 
Judson Resists the Machinations of the 
Politicians Who Want Places—A Lively 
Session Expected—The Candidates. 


To-mcrrow evening the Board of Public 
Schools will meet at the Polytechnic building.

AT SEVENTY‘SIX. 


JAMES 8. ROLLINS OF COLUMBIA PASSES 
AWAY THIS MORNING. 


One of the Oldest Pioneers in Missouri 
Pelitics Makes Room for the Younger 
Generation—-His @areer in the State 
Legislature and in Congress—Founding 


the State University and the Fulton 


Asylum—The Father of the Bailroads 
of the West—His Change in Politics. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTca. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., January 9.—Maj. James 8. 
Rollins, for many years a prominent figure in 
Missouri politics, died this morning at 7 
o’clock, after a long iliness. The funeral will 
take place Wednesday morning, January 11, 
at the University auditorium. All business 
houses will be closedand citizens’ meetings 
will be held throughout the county. 

SKETCH OF HIS LIFE. 
„James 8. Rollins was one of the most widely 
known men in this State, and his career as a 
politician and a legislator was marked by 
many great deeds, the marks of which still 
remain to attest the greatness of his character 
and the vast good he has done. He was born 
at Richmond, Ky., in 1812, and was con- 
sequently 76 years of age when he died. 
He came with his parents to Missouri 


early in his youth and with them settled in 
Boone County. His preparatory education 
was received at Washington College, Pennsyl- 
vania, and he graduated in 1830 at the Univer- 
sity of Indiana at Bloomington in that State. 
He opened a law office in Columbia and in 1836 
he became one of the editors of the Columbia 
Patriot, a Whig organ. The year following he 
married Miss Mary E. Hickman of Howard 
County, Missouri. In 1888 he was elected to 
the State islature and in that session he 
introduced the bill to found and endow 
A STATE UNIVERSITY, 

which was done later at Columbia. In 1840 
he was again elected to the Legislature, and in 
1846 he was chosen State Senator from the dis- 
trict in which Boone County is situated. In 
1848 he ran for the State Senate and was de- 
feated, but was elected to the Legislature still 
another time in 1854. 

In 1848 he was a candidate for Governor at 
the head of the Whig ticket, running ainst 
King, but was defeated, and again in 1857 he 
was acandidate for the gubernatorial chair 
against Robert M. Stewart, and was defeated 
this time also. In 1860 he was elected to Con- 

ress from Boone 9 District, which em- 

raced Pike County. His opponent was John 
B. Henderson, and the campaign 
was the hottest one ever conducted 
in this state up tothat time. In 1862 he was 
sent to Congress again andin this session he 
introduced the celebrated bill, the outcome of 
which was the construction of the Union Pa- 
cific, the Kansas Pacific and the Central Pacific 
Railroads. He was appointed one of the dl- 
rectors of the Union Pacific in 1867 by Presi- 
dent Johnson. In 1868 his district sent him 
back to the State Senate, where he did good 
work until his withdrawal from active partici- 
tion in politics. 

Mr. Rollins was an intensely patriotic Union 
man, one of the most 1 in the State, 
and was a firm adherent of 

THE OLD WHIG PARTY. 
When that party went out of existence he was 
equally identified with the American party, 
which succeeded it, and on the dissolution of 
the American party he took sides with the 
Democratic 


year 1880, when he cast his vote for Garfleld, 
and in 1884 he voted for Blaine. He was the 
father of the State . one of its Board 
of Curators, and never lost a deep interest in 
that institution of learning. 

A story is told of Mr. Rollins, in 
which it is related how he had an- 
nounced his change of heart. It was 
shortl before the election of Garfield 
and the old statesman was stand at the 
corner of Olive and Fourth streets discussin 
the litical situation with a number of ol 
friends who, like himself, had seen the history 
of the State and much of the history of the 
country made. ‘‘Ihavebeen a Democrat for 
a good many years, said he, but this time 
Iam going to vote for G eld.“ 

When asked why, he replied: Well, for 


pfifteen years I have been a 4 lie. Now my 


life has run its allotted length for three score 

and ten years, and I will not have it said of 

me that I died with a lie upon my Ups. Iam 
A REPUBLICAN, 

— RF as going to vote the way I think Is 

right. 

Since that time Mr. Rollins has been a Repub- 
lican. Among his friends in this city,and they 
are numerous, is Mr. D. P. Dyer. Speaking 
of him to-day Mr. Dyer said: Rollins was 
one of the most pleasant men Jever met. He 
was a thorough gentleman, a splendid scholar, 
and a charming conversationalist. On the 
stump, I do not believe that he had his equal 
in this State. Congress suspended the rules 
twice on one occasion in order to al- 
low him to extend a speech on the 
slavery — two hours more than 
the time allowed himto speak by the rules, 
and that ie asomewhat rare thing for Con- 
gress todo. He was one of the most eloquent 
men lever heard speak, and though he out- 
lived his great mind his death will be heard 
with regret by the vast army of his friends. 

Mr. Rollins’ death was caused by paralysis. 
He had a family of eleven children, six of 
whom are living, three daughters and three 


sons. 

One of his — 421 Mary E., married Mr. 
John H. Overall, the attorney of this city; 
another, Laura H., married Mr. Irvin 0. 
Hackaday, banker, of Columbia, and the 
third, Flora, was married to Rev. Joseph R. 


PROBABLE PASTORS. 


Shadows Cast To-Day on Empty Palpits— 
Religious News. 


The Baptist people were much annoyed this 
morning on receiving their Eastern organ 
and seeing that it was therein stated that: Dr. 
Wayland Hoyt of Philadeiphia had been called 
by the Second Baptist Church at a salary of 
$10,000. They all regretted that their church 
paper had gone further than the statement 
made in the Posr-Disrarck. and beyond the 
facts.

The facts are that the 
salary matter has not yet been broached, 
as the committee having the selec- 
tion in hand wanted to be sure before 
they went ahead. On last Monday the com- 
mittee met and adopted a communication to 
be sent to Dr. Hoyt of the nature of an inquiry 
as to whether he could be considered as open 
to a call. Mr. Cram of the committee went 
East and will no doubt return with a positive 
answer. Dr. Hoyt stands in the front rank of 
the Baptist ministry, and it was the fact that 
he stands so high and has such a flourishing 
church in Philadelphia that made the local 
Baptists skeptical of the truth of the Post- 
DISPATCH announcement that he was within 


the range of a call.

But if a bounty is to be paid on sugar- 
growing, why not on wheat, corn, barley, 
oats and live stock? Who needs or deservesa 
bounty more than the hard-working and mis- 
erably-paid Western farmers who sell their 
surplus productions in the free trade markets 
of Europe, and buy all their goods, tools, 
machinery, clothing and necessaries from 
American tariff-protected trusts and mo- 
nopolies? Western farmers would be giad 
to have a bounty of 15 cents a bushel on 
corn, 25 cents a bushel on wheat, 10 cents a 
pound on butter, 2 cents on pork, and on 
other products in like measure, and ifa 
Treasury bonusis to be paid any depart- 
ment of agriculture why should it not go to 
that branch which has deserved the most, suf- 
fered longest, and received the least?

She takes 
her bundle of books or Germantown wool to 
the office and sits in the room of screens until 
directed to goto a school. There are about 
fifty names on the substitute list now, none of 
the Normal — of last year having re- 
ceived appointments to schools. Only a small 
number ofthese are on duty in the Superin-

CAUGHT IN A GALE, 


The Sinking of the Schooner Joseph F. 
Baker—Rescue of the Crew. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPr4Tcu. 

NEW Tonk, January 9.—The bark Mary K. 
Campbell arrived here yesterday having on 
board Capt. Chariton and the crew of six men 
who were rescued from the sinking schooner 
Jos. F. Baker January 2 in latitude 87 deg. 54 
min. The schooner sailed from Hampton 
Roads December 27, and the following day was 
caught in a terrific gale. The vessel’s forestay 
sail was swept away and all through 


the night’ the men worked at the pumps. 
The wind biew stronger on December 
30, although the oil bags which were being 
towed astern helped the schooner somewhat ; 
her long boat was stove in and the main rains 
between the fore and main rigging of the hal- 
yards. racks and water casks were blown into 
he sea. For two days the vessel was beaten 
by the heavy seas andthe men who worked 
night and day atthe pumps couldn’t prevent 
the water from gaining in the hold. 1 — 
1 dawned with fairer weather, and Oapt. 
Ohariton steered for Cape — 
noon the light breeze of the morning bad 
become a gale and in the ae the 
schooner was struggling in another hurricane. 
Her sails were torn to shreds, and the men 
worked despairingly at the pumps. The fol- 
lowing day the bark was sighted, and the 
mariners were rescued. Three of them had 
suffered from exposure. Their arms were 
swollen and covered with sores. The schooner 
sunk soon after the sailers left her. She was 
built in 1874, and was owned by B. F. Davis, 
Sag Harbor.

RUNNING A GREAT RISK. 


Eastern Capitalists Investing Heavily in 
Southern Mortgages at High Interest. 


ATLANTA, Ga., January 9.—Considerable in- 
terest has been aroused by some statistics 
which have been collected, showing that 
Southern and Western lands are fast passing 
into the hands of foreign and Eastern money 
lenders. In Georgia these companies have 
placed many millions of dollars, holding 
mortgages on the finest farm lands in the 


State. The interest paid by the farmer amounts 
to 12 per cent. Capital of this kind is still 
— poured into the South, notwith- 
standing the fact that Judge Speer 
of the United States Court has decided 
such interest usurious and the loans accord - 
ingly forfeited. The syndicates are princi- 
pally formed of English and Scotch capitalists, 
and they have sucha hold inthe South that 
they hope to reverse Judge Speer’s decision. 
The borrowers have allowed their interest 
payments to lapse, hoping that Judge Speer’s 
decision will be sustained, and that they will 
not be forced to pay either principal or inter- 
est. If Judge Sneer’s decision is not sustained 
a great many Georgia farms will go into the 
hands ofthe mortgagees,as the farmers can- 
not possibly pay the interest which has lapsed 
upon them. 

In the Southwest there is perhaps not less 
than $200,000,000 invested in this way. In 
Kansas alone over $20,000,000 has been placed, 
while the money syndicates have their local 
agents inevery county, seeking farmers in 
need of loans and piacing mortgages on their 
lands. Each yearadds many millions to the 
capital plaeed in this section for which mort- 
gages, which are not likely to be raised, are 
given to foreign capitalists. 


GEN. WASHINGTON SEAWELL. 


‘Death of the Second Oldest Retired General 
of the United States Army. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Ual., January 9.—Gen, 
Washington Seawell died at his apartments at 
the Berkshire Hotelearly this morning. His 
disease was enlargement of the liver which, 
combined with a weight of years, caused his 
death. He leaves only two relatives—his sons, 
Bullitt and J. M. Seawell, who will inherit the 
bulk of his large fortune. He was born in 
Virginia in 1802, graduated from West 


1825 and entered active sery- 
a brevet Second Lieutenant 
Seventh Infantry, being made 
full Second Lieutenant shortly afterward. 
From 1832 to 1834 he was Disbursing Agent of 
Indian Affairs, from which post he was trans- 
ferred to the position of Adjutant-General and 
Aide-de-Camp on Gen. Arbuckle’s staff. From 
this on he was actively employed in Indian 
wars, where he was distinguished for bravery, 
and was promoted to be Captain in the Eighth 
Infantry. In 1842 Gen. Worth recommended 
him for brevet of Major, and in 1843 urged his 
mg eg to command of the corps of cadets 
at West Point. In 1849 Gen. Seawell was with 
the Second Infantry at Monterey, Cal., and 
was consequently one of the California pio- 
neers. At the breaking out of the war of the 
rebellion Gen. Seawell hastened to apply for 
active duty and had charge of a regiment in 
1861 and 1862. He was retired in 1862. Though 
on the retired list he did not entirely give up 
the service until March, 1869, when he was fully 
retired, hiving served forty-six years and 
eight months in the army. t the time of his 
death he was the second oldest general on the 
retired list. Gen. Seawell has lived on the Pa- 
cific coast since 1864, and has been for the 
greater part of that time a resident of Sonoma 
County, where he owns one of the largest 
ranches in tho State. 


THE MEXICAN VETERANS. 


A Bill to Correct Defects in the Lag Grant - 
ing Them Pensions. 


CHICAGO, III., January 9.—Twenty old men, 
all veterans of the Mexican war, met yester- 
day and drafted a bill to be presented to Con- 
gress by Representative Hittof the Galena 
District. Some time ago a petition was pre- 
sented to Cungress calling attention to the in- 
equalities of the present pension law. The 
petition called especial attention to the pro- 
vision of the law which requires that a 
healthy veteran of the Mexican war should be 
62 years old before he gets a pension; to the 
fact that enlisted servants who served 
through the war are not entitled to 
pensions, and to the provisions of the law 
which require that the Mexican war veter- 
ans receiving a pension for service in the late 
war must forfeit it or not receive 
their ension as Mexican war  veter- 
ans. e bill drafted yesterday is designed to 
correct these faults in the present pension law 
by removing the age limit, allowing Mexican 
war veterans who served in the late war to 
receive a pension for service in each of the 
wars and 5 admitting enlisted servants to the 
pension roll.

FERGUSON’S FANCIES. 


The Great Umpire Says a Word About the 
Reserve Rule. 


J couldn’t help laughing when I read the 
account of Mike Kelly’s recent hasty flight 
from California,’’ said the genial and well- 
known umpire, Robert Ferguson,to a New 
York Sun reporter. I was not at all sur- 
prised, continued Bob. „1 knew it 
would come sooner or later. It was only 
a question of time. You cannot tell me 
anything about the whims of a ball 


layer. Now, mind you, I don’t say that 

elly is any worse than any ofthe other men 
in the profession. They are all alike, and it is 
only the iron-bound base ball rules and the 
National agreement which prevents them from 
skipping here or there at their will, and that 
right in the midst of a playing season. They 
get tired of one place very easily, and, over 
some little imaginary wrong, would quit you 
at any time or place. You do not know these 
men as well as I do. Talk about your hard- 
ships and what not, that the base ball player 
has to contend within the shape of reserve 
and other rules, contracts, etc., butif it was 
not for them, where would the player be?’’ 

What do you mean by that?“ 

I mean just this, that only for the rules and 
regulations which govern the national game 
there would be no National League, American 
Association, nor minor leagues, It is only the 

resent system of conducting the base ball 

usiness that has made it as profitable as it is. 
Before the National League was formed who 
ever heard of a — drawing a salary of 
$2,500? To-day a first-class man could not be 
induced to sign a League contract at those 
figures. He would imagine that he was doing 
himself a great injustice. Then again in the 
days before there was a reserve rule it was no 
uncommon occurrence fora player to desert 
his club at any time during the playing sea- 
son. Of course, this had a very demoralizing 
— not only on the club, but on the game 

tself.’’ 

But don’t those rules make a player’s life 
little better than one of slavery?’’ 

By no means. How could they? I think 
that is the most mistaken idea any one could 
have of the rules which govern the National 
game. There is no such thing as slavery in 
base ball. The men are not kept in bondage, 
nor are they sold in the sense one takes from 
the meaning of the word. A player’s release 
can be purchased, but even that amounts to 
nothing unless the player agrees to sign with 
the cl negotiating for his release. It is at 
the player’s option. Thereis no compulsion 
in the matter. In all such cases the player can 
name his own terms, and if he does not bene- 
fit by a transfer then it it his own fault. His 
contract is a legal document and he can recov- 
er damages if it is not lived upto. Then, 
should a * at any time become tired 
of playing ball and conciude to go into any 
other business, he can do 80, as there 
is no power in the land which prevents him 
from doing it. With all these facts where does 
the slavery come in?

It is nota matter of rights, but on the 
principle that the club has been at ane nse 
of bringing out the player and making hima 
marketable article, Take the case of lly or 
Caruthers. The former gained his great repu- 
tation while with the Chicago Club, and the 
latter while with the St. Louis Browns. In 
both cases the men profited financially by their 
transfers. Certainly neither one would have 
received the salary had he remained with hig 
club that he will get from the Boston or Brook- 
lyn clubs.
